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He is either honorary or corresponding 
secretary of the New Haven colony histort- 
cal society, and of similar societies in Dela- 
ware, Maryland, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Tennessee, Wisconsin, Kansas, the Quebec 
historical society, etc.

When the obelisk that is now in Central 
park, New York, for which the Vanderbilts 
gave $100,000, was taken down in Alex- 
andria, Dr Winslow was on the spot. He 
spent four months in personal study and 
exploration of the monuments and sites of 
Egypt, and became so.much impressed 
with the incomparable value of the work 
he communicated with Sir Erasmus Wil- 
son, who had had the mate of Cleopatra’s 
needle taken to London, with regard to 
pushing the work. A 

The Egypt exploration fund was new 
then in England, and there was soon one 
in America, thanks to Dr Winslow’s un- 
flagging zeal in this direction as in so 
many others. In 83 he was made honorary 
treasurer for the American branch of the 
fund, in 85 its vice president, and in 89 to 
those offices was added that of honorary 
secretary. 

“Light, more light on the story of the 
evolution of man,” that is wnat Dr Wins- 
low finds in Egyptology, and thinks the 
educational worth of the fund can scarcely 
be overestimated. , . 

Dr Winslow knows what he is talking 
about, and he can say more in five minutes 
than most people can think up in 25. That 
is what makes him so interesting a host. 
You stop to look at a’gigantic dirk of curi- 
ous workmanship, and it suggests the story 
—a great many stories—of the days when 
he camped with the Arabs on their native 
heath the better to study them and theirs. 

You look up at one wall of the drawing 
room above a beauty of a piece of old Chip- 
pendale and you see a genuine Sassoferroto 
Madonna painted in 1685, which Marion 
Crawford’s father brought over from Italy 
half a century ago, at the time he was de- 
puted by several wealthy Americans to 
spend some $20,000 they had sent by him 
for works of art. 

The first piece of furniture that attracts 
attention in the dining room, on the floor 
with the drawing room. is a fine ie Chip- 
pendale sideboard of unusual size, now 
about 140 years old. When Gen puanerne 
was quartered near Lenox he drank his 
wine from this self-same sideboard, which 
then adorned an old manor house of the 
place.
